But he point 
ed to the sacrifices of men and inon 
ey the United States had made to 
improve the civilization of those is 
lands and to prepare the people for 
ruling themselves. 


Dr. Montgomery asserted Ameri- 


canism is military, but qualified that 
statement by using the wprd "some 
what." He recalled that seventy-one 
cents out of every dollar of taxes i 
for war past, present and future. 


"Let us have peace," was 
the 


earnest plea. The speaker said that 
"Some had complained of conditions 
in Mexico, but he cited 
that 
fact 


that out of the fifteen million inhabi- 
tants here,only fifty thousand 
are 


pure Mexicans. 


Dr. Montgomery did not deny that 


the martial spirit had done great 
thing's for this nation and that 
it 


had contributed much to American- 
ism. 


"We have' no right to encourage 


foreign comerce unless we protect 
it." was one statement he made.' 


"In this hour," he said, "we are 


not only Americans, but we are pa- 
triots." The higher 
Americanism 


stands for man, the individual, rath- 
er thanVthe Institution. ' "When ' the 
institution stands against the time- 
honored rights of man, the institu- 
tion should coine down.' 


"It also stands for the primary 


(eiict that the people have a right to 


rule. If the "constitfttion, honored as 
it is~*and "should be, does not meet 


s fast changing'needs, then let's 


amend it." 


In the third place, ne declared
